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We give this week, under the regimental head- 
ings, so far as practicable, the new stations of the 
troops changing base under G. O. 20, A. G. O. The 
movements are well under weigh and will ail be 
completed about the middle of June.

‘‘ MemoriaL Day,” 1888, will occur on Wednes- 
day next, May 30, and the indications are that there 
will be no diminution in the patriotic observance of 
the day. Indeed, as the years roll swiftly on there 
seems to be an increase of fervor on the part of 
those most interested in the occasion, for they have 
reached, many of them, that period of life which 
warns them that they must soon obey the impera- 
tive summons. 








CommoporE SCRLEY has had prepared full plans 
and specifications for the construction of one or 
more steam training ships im connection with the 
Naval Apprentice System, in which he is se deeply 
interested, and for which it is hoped an appropriae 
tion may be made by the present Congress, the 
present vessels havin: been found to be so far gone 
from long service as to be positively dangerous and 
unfit for duty on the bigh seas. 





THE Senate Committee on Military Affairs has 
reported a bill increasing the annual appropriation 
for arms and equipments for the militia of the 
U. 8. from $400,000. to $600,000. In its report on 
the measure the Committee say: ‘‘ Considering the 
rapid increase of population and the importance to 
acountry of an efficient and well-equipped militia 
force, which is ever the nucleus around whiok an 
army, in time of need, can be organized, your com- 
mittee has little hesitation in saying that the sum 
proposed is not enly necessary, but economical in 
its proportions, and they recommend the passage 
of the bill.” 








PRESIDENT CLEVELAND has very wisely returned 
without approval a joint resolution which originated 
im the House of Representatives, authorizing the 
city of Boston, through its park commissioners, to 
improve and beautify the island on which Fort In- 
dependence is situated, in connection with a public 
park to be laid out in the city with the intention 
of joining the mainland and the island by the con- 
struction of a viaduct or causeway across the water 
RoW separating the same. Jn his veto message he 
Says: ‘It is quite plain that the occupancy of this 
island as a place of pleasure and recreation as con- 
templated under this resoluion would be entirely 
inconsistent with military or defensive uses. I do 
hot regard the control reserved in the resolution to 
the Secretary of War over such excavations, fillings, 
and structures upon the island as may be proposed 
48 of much importarce. When a park is established 
there the island is no longer a defence in time of 





heed. This scheme, or one of the same character, 


was broached more than four years ago, and met 
the disapproval of the Secretary of War and the En- 
gineer Department. I am now advised by the Sec- 
retary of War, the Chief of Engineers and the Lieu- 
tenant. General of the Army, in quite positive terms, 
that the resolution under consideration should not, 
for reasons fully stated by them, become operative. 
I deem the opinions of these officers abundant justi- 
fication for my disapproval of the resolution with- 
out further statement of objec*ions.” 








No acTion has yet been taken in the case of 
Captain Hedberg, whose appointment to the first 
vacan¢y occurring in the infantry arm of the Ser- 
vice was authorized by a recent act of Congress. It 
was at first supposed that he would be nominated 
to the vacancy created through the appointment of 
General Brooke, but as this vacancy was finally 
considered as having existed prior to the approval 
of the bill, it was considered certain that he would 
be nominated to the next vacancy. This occurred 
in the 24th Infantry, through the death of Captain 
Leggett, but Lieut. Wygant having been promoted 
toitthe question now arises what does the Presi- 
dent intend to do with Captain Hedberg. The only 
prebable explanation is that the Department is wait- 
ing for a vacancy to occur in the 15th Infantry, the 
regiment to which Captain Hedberg formerly be- 
longed. Still it is in the digcretion of the President 
to decline to make the appointment at all. 








We are afraid that the officers on the retired list 
who are agitating for an increase of rank and pay, 
will in the end conclude that our advice to let well 
enough was ¢ooj], The New York Sun says: 
“When the war broke out there was no retired list 
at all; then came one allowing 7 per cen‘.; next came 
an increase in the hist to 300; then an increase to 
400; then compulsory retirement at 64, in addition 
to the ordinary list. Only a short timo ago one re- 
tirement bill was reported adversely by a commit- 
tee on the simple ground that the list had already 
been filled up with officers who ought never to have 
been retired at all. For the Navy one retirement 
bill has beon introduced for the avowed purpose’ of 
getting rid of officers notoriously unfit for their 
duties or for promotion. In civil life nobody would 
think for a moment of solving such a preblem by 
giving incompetent men three-fourths pay, and then 
hiring competent men on full pay to do their work. 
The@buses of the retired list, however, would be 
less complained of but for the eagerness with which 
new extensions of 1t are proposed. A reaction in 
public policy seems to be indicated by the provision 
in a recent bill, entirely abolishing compulsory re- 
tirement for age in the Army, and reducing the en- 
tire retired list to about two thirds of its present 
limit.” 





Tue Army will learn with concern of the illness 
of the Lieutenant General, and will unite in the 
sentiment which the New York Herald so felici- 
tously expresses, saying: ‘‘ Sheridan seriously 
ill? That is indeed bad news. Everybody grows 
suddenly anxious, as though threatened by a per- 
sonal bereavement, and gazes at the bulletin board 
for tbe latest report. Grant, Sherman, Sheridan— 
these names are as firmly embedded in our national 
gratitude and pride asa jewel im lava. We have 
followed the first to bis tomb, and in doing so felt 
that celentness death had done us an injury. 
Sherman is still with us, to enjoy for many years 





yet, we hope, the plaudits and reverence of the 
world. Sheridan is making a brave fight (he never 
did auything else) this time perhaps for life, and if 
the wishes of the people can give him strength he 
will be victorious, as usual. Our apprebension at 
even a slight illness shows how impossible it would 
be to bear his loas with fortitude. Republics are 
not ungrateful ; they know how to honor the men 
who have served them.” General Sheridan’s illness 
followed his return from his recent trip to the West. 
Encouraging reports now come from the sick room, 
and in all probability the General will be out again 
within a week. But there is no denying the fact, 
he has been a very sick man. Indeed he has been 
critically ill. All Monday night he wes in a most 
dangerous condition, so dangerous that consulting 
physicians from New York were telegraphed for 
and a priest called in. Three pbysicians—Surgeon 
O'Reilly, Asst. Surgeon Harvey and Dr. Yarrow— 
it is stated, remained in constant attendance for 
thirty-six hours. From the fact that the patient 
was not allowed to lie down, and that he experi- 
enced great difficulty in breathing, it is believed 
that he was suffering from heart trouble, not apo- 
plexy as stated.

THE operations of the Army Board for the Revis- 
ion of Tactics afte, and have been for some time 
past, confined mainly to the reception and critical 
examination of the various systems either adopted, ~ 
or proposed for adoption, by the leading warlike 
powers of the continent of Europe. From a glance 
at the quantity of work already accomplished by 
the officers of the Board, in this particular line, it is 
not difficult to understand that the task laid before 
them is of no inconsiderable magnitude. One of 
the first facts of importance which the Board found 
themselves face to face with was that nearly every 
European nation posse:sing an army is using 
every means to modify its tactics for actual war, 
so far asitcan without throwing the whole sub- 
ject into that confusion which would encourage 








‘neighboring enemies te make an attack while the 


new system is under trial. This is found to be 
especially the case in Germany, where the fear of 
inopportune attack by France has checked the move- 
ment in favor of radical changes in tactics. One 
thing seems especially noticeable in connection with 
the labors of the Army Tactical Board, and that is 
the thoroughness with which they are doing their 
work. With the introduction and adoption of rapid 
firing, breech loading and magazine small arms, the 
problems of field tactics become far more intricate 
and important, and this fact has been so fully ree- 
ognized by the Board that battle strategy in the 
field will probably receive much more attention than 
perfection of drill and the tactics of the dress 
parade. When this careful inquiry into the pres- 
sing necessities of our Army is completed, there is 
good reason for betieving that a model of modern 
tactics will be the monument of the Board. In one 
particular point the present inquiry will serve as a 
guide for all future Boards, whether on tactics or 
any Other subject which may be submitted for con- 
sideration. The situation in respect to arms, their 
range, rapidity of fire and power, is receiving the 
fullest recognition, and in adopting the tactics 
eventually recommended, the theory will be fitted 
to the facts instead of facts being selected to accom- 
modate a theory. This Board proposes to keep the 
horse before the cart, and so far have done so with 
eminent success.

In the Journat of April 21 we published a letter 
from our London correspondent, briefly indicating 
the character and programme of the tests of com- 
pound and solid steel armor plates, which com- 
menced March 24, and are still being prosecuted in 
pursuance of Admiralty orders, on board H. M. S. 
Nettle, at Portsmouth, England. We reproduce 
from the letter referred to the portion of it referring 
to the conditions of the trial and giving the names 
of competing firms :

E X E powder givea 
velocity of 2,000 feet per second. 

The test is five shots: 1 and 2, Holtzer forged 
steel; 8 and 4, Palliser chilled cast iron ; 5, Holt- 
zer forged steel, arranged thus : 
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The above conditions are common to all tho 
plates. 

Through the enterprise of the same correspondent 
we are able to give here illustraticns, after photo- 
graphs taken by order of the Admiralty, showing 
the effects of the five shots upon the compound 
plate first tested, that furnished by Chas. Cammell 
and Uo., Sheffield, one of the firms furnishing the 
turret plates forthe Miantonomoh. We received 
the photographs last week, too late, however, for 
publication. The official report of this initial trial, 
made to the Admiralty by Captain Domvile, is as 
follows :

Back of Plate Tested. 
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In characterizing the results of the Cammell plate 
test, our correspondent remarks: “It is regarded 
by the experts as the best plate ever fired at. Com- 
paring the effect of the first round with that of the 

rat round upon the Miantonomoh plate, in July, 
1884, the Meesrs. Cammell have obviously made the 
pronounced improvement in their armor which is 
claimed for them. The Miantonomoh’s plate was 
114 in. in thickness, bent to the radial degree and de- 
fended by a much heavier backing. The bolt dis- 
chaiged at it weighed 400 Ibs. but bad but 88 Ibs. of 
powder bebind it, and attained only 1512 ft. initial 
velocity, the gun used being a l0 inch muzzle-loader. 
Taking all the conditions into account, there having 
been improvements in both armor and projectiles 
during the interval, the compound plate seems from 
the recent trial to have wore than held its own. The 
cutsiliustrating the trial of the Miantenomoh’s plates 
were published in the JourNAL of April 4, 1885, We

RECENT DEATHS. 

THE death of Capt. George F. Price, 5th Cavairy, 

is reported from Fort Elliott, Texas. Capt. Price 
spent a portion of la:t summer on sick leave at New- 
burg, N. Y.. where he had relatives. He was born 
in New York City April, 23, 1835, and removed to 
California at an early age. At the outbreak of the 
war he was engaged in business pursuits which he 
abandoned to accept the appointment of Ist Licu- 
tenant, 2d Cal. Cavalry, being promoted Captain, 
Nov. 14, 1861. Hisservice during the war was con- 
fined to the Pacific Coast, where he distinguished 
himself in Indian duty, beins especially commended 
in orders aud reports for conspicuous gallantry. He 
served as A. D. C. and A. A. A. G. He wasappointed 
2a Lieut., 5th U. 8. Cav., Feb. 23, 1866, promoted Ist 
Lieut., July 31, 1866, ana Captain, Aug. 29, 1872. He 
served on the staff of Gen. Canby as assistant to the 
J, A. 1n 1868 and took an active part in reconstruc- 
tion work as military commissioner in North Caro_ 
lina, He was on active duty from 1869 to 77, parti- 
cipating in various Indian campaigns and being 
twice nominated for the brevet of major. Captain 
Price was an energetic and faithful officer anda 
genial geotleman whose loss will be severely felt by 
all who knew him. In a letter received in New York 
by friends of Capt. Price a week or ten days ago he 
stated that he hud never been in better health in his 
hfe. 
Captain Henry FIetp LeGeert, 24th U. 38. In- 
fantry, whose death at Kausas City, Mo., we briefly 
referred to last week, served with credit duriug the 
war in Ohio and Kentucky Volunteers, and was ap- 
pointed to the Regular Army in 1867, attainiug the 
grade of captain in 1884. He received the brevets of 
1st lieutenant and captain for his gallantry during 
the war at Missionary Ridge and Peach Tree Creek.

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SOME ORDNANCE NEWS. 


Ina letter to the meer with reference to the 
bursting of his gun Mr. Jas. A. songuiee says: “The 
gun was fired with 34 !b. of pebble powder and a 
projectile of 984¢lb. The projectile went all right 
through the screens to the butt with a velocity of 
about 1,850 ft. per second.’’ He ascribes the accident 
to a longitudinal strain, the importance of which 
has, he thinks, never been recognized, and which 
bas caused the accident not only to this gun, but to 
others, which have had their muzzle or front part of 
the chase blown away. Thisis a forward strain tend- 
ing tu drive the tube forward in the line of fire. In 
the Longridge gun, the whole of this forward strain 
came direct on to the muzzle ring, and was trans- 
mitted from it to the trunnions through the ket. 
What happened then was this: The steel tube and 
coil were drawn forward about au inch, and tore 
asunder the jacket at two plaves, Part followed the 

rojectile to the butts; anotber part, about 1 foot in 
ength, simply moved forward, es a space of 
about }¢ in. wide. The steel tube was uninjured, and 
80 was the coil, except that a small portion of it was 
dragged off the tube and uncoiled by the gun-metal 
hoop, which was shrunk on tothe end of the coil, 
and was carried away. The wire, however, was sim- 
ply uncoiled, and was not broken. Mr. L. says: “In 
the 6in. gun made in Russia from my design the 
jacket was arranged differently, and the forward 
strain was not concentrated at the muzzle end. This 
guu was fired upwards of 600 rounds, with charges 
of 39 lb. of powder and 122 Ib. projectile, and no ac- 
cident bas occurred. The accident to the gun at 
Woolwich is due, I freely admit, to an error in the 
design, but it is an error which may easily be rem- 
edied, and which iu no way affects the principles of 
the gun construction which [ have so long advo- 
cated. A force whose mugnitude was never sus- 
ape by me, nor, so far as [ know, by anyone else, 

as manifested itself, and for this | made no suffici- 
ent provision. I believe (hat the same force greatly 
ceutributed to the blowing awuy the front part of 
the chase of the Collingwood and other guns. In the 
Collingwood gun about 100 in. in length was blown 
off. The surface exposed by this length of the chase 
at the time of the projectile leaving the muzzle was 
about 3,880 square inches, and the mean pressure 
five tons, the mean velocity of the products of com- 
bustion about 1,500 ft. per second, so that there was 
a pressure of 19,000 moving at 1,500 ft. per second. 
The friction iu this case gave rise to a strain which 
no doubt contributed very largely to the fracture 
of chase, if indeed it did not altogether cause it.” 





Considering the subject of the penetratioa of ar- 
mor plates, the Engineer has, in its issue for May ll, 
an interesting discussion of influenca of mere velo- 
city in resisting deformation. it cites the familiar 
instance of firing a tallow candle through a Coor, 
and says: ‘Io compare two non-congruous things, 
the hardness of the armor-plate, as compared with 
the velocity of the shot, is much greater than the 
barduess of the door, as compared with the velovity 
of the candle; and it seems to be not impossible that 
if we could only impart sufficient speed to it, a 
leaden projectile might be sent through an armor- 

late with quite as much ease as a hard steel pro- 

ectile is sent through now. Reasoniug in this way, 
we are led to ask: Is it not possible that some of the 
very remarkable performances of recent steel pro- 
jectiles are due, in a measure, to increased striking 
velocities, as well as to augmeuted hardness, tough- 
ness, and good qualities in the projectile? A pro 

tile which fired with a charge of half its own weight 
of powder may give iudifferent results, might do 
very well indeed if fired with a far heavier charge. 
it is worth while to consider whether shot which at 
1,000 yards range could easily pierce plates without 
being themselves punished, might not be broken to 
atoms if they struck a thinner plate at the lower 
velocity due to say 2,000 yards range.”

The paper on *‘ Modern Explosives,’’ by Professor 
Munroe, of the Naval Institute, in Scribner’s Maga- 
zine for May, is exemplary for conciseness, clear- 
ness of expression and strengtn of theoretical 
analysis. As to the “high explosives”’ so called, he 
has classed them with chemical accuracy, given 
them their relative importance as destructive 
agents, and correctly estimated their usefulness as 
industrial servants. Oneof the happy features of 
his article is his correction of the popular fallac 
that the energy of high explosives is principally d 
rected downward. He credits this general impres- 
sion to the circumstance that “ observations have 
only been made on masses of explosives fired when 
freely exposed upon the ground or upon some sup- 
port,’”’ not of course taking into account the coinci- 
dept disturbance of the atmosphere. The circum- 
stance that both dynamite und rackarock have been 
most conspicuously used in submarine operations 
has, with the results of such engineering work, pro- 
—— emphasized this popular belief. Prof. Munroe 
wisely estimates the value of high explosives as 
much greater in a peaceful, indust direction, 
thanin an offensive and warlike one. Rackarock 
has done already a very great work in America and 
the far East and can be safely transported and 
handled; while melinite bas thus far been danger- 
ous only to its expert manufacturers and store- 
keepers. 





In answer to Sir H. Havelock-Allan, Mr. E. 
Stanhope, in the British Parliament, said: “ Until 
& magazine rifie is recommended to me by my mili- 
ny advisers as suitable for adoption it is impos- 
sible to commence its manufacture. A certain num- 
ber are just about to be issued to the troops for trial, 
and in the meantime preparations are being made 
for its manufacture if approved. There shall be no 
delay in pushing on the manufacture as soon as the 
rifle is finally adopted.”

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Some recent firings at Sandy Hook with the Army 
12-iuch breech loading steel mortar for long range 
tests have given highly satisfactory results. With 
a charge of 80 1bs. powder and 630 Ib. shell a range 
of six miles and 155 yards was obtained. 

The two 8.nch breech loading stecl guns built by 
the West Poiut Foundry for the U.8. 8. Chicago 
have been completed and were shipped this week, 
via canal, to the proving grounds at Annapolis for 
test. 





The 10 inch steel breechloading rifled gun de 
signed for the ironclad Miantonomoh and the first 
steel gun of this calibre completed by the Navy, has 
been fivally adjusted upon its hydraulic carriage at 
the Annapolis Proving Grounds, and was May l4 
fired twice to teat the working of the carriage and 
breech mechanism. These worked easily and accu- 
rately and the gun is now in a condition to carry on 
experiments for determining the proper grade of 
pewder with which te conduct the statutory tests. 
Samples of powder made especially for this gun are 
expected daily from the Dupont Works. In the 
charges fired the powder made for the 6 and 8 inch 
guns was used. Tbe former was found to be too 
slow burning and the latter too fast. 





Work at the Naval Ordnance Yard, Washington, 
is very brisk just now, and the prospect for a con- 
tinuance of the present activity is flattering. Work 
on the breech plug to replace the one destroyed 
some weeks ago, belonging to the 10-inch gun, is 
making satisfactory progress, and, if no further ac- 
cidents happen, the gun for which it is being made 
will be completed and ready for the proving butts 
at Amnapele within a month or two. On the rew 
ordnance building in course of construction conaid- 
erable progress bas been made in the erection of 
outer walls and pee for supports, but it is not 
likely that the building will beready for occupancy 
before some time next spring. An immevse amount 
of work is in progress on gun carriages and fittings 
for the batteries of the new cruisers now on the 
stocks, and, judging from inspection, the work is of 
such a quality as to reflect credit upon the yard and 
do excellent service when required.

OFFICIAL trials of a new form of log have recently 
been made wn board some of the French torpedo 
boats. The log 1s made of bronze of cylindro-coni- 
cal form, and weighs about 5.5!b. It is provided 
with a hollow tube running down its centre, which 
is connected by a canvas-vovered india-rubber tube 
to a pressure gauge on board. When theship is un- 
der way the flow of the water past the log es‘ab- 
lishes a partial vacuum in the tube, and causes the 
pointer of the pressure gauge to move over its dial, 
which is graduated to give the speed of the vessel 
from 4 up to 25 knots. 


Four new armored deck ships of the Dogali type 
are to be laid down at once for the [talian Navy. 
The Dogali is a torpedo ram cruiser, with a deck ar- 
mor 150 millimetres thick, and of 2,050 tons displace- 
ment and is fitted with engines of 7,500 horse power, 
which have propelled the vessel at aspeed of 20 
knots. She is armed witb six 15-centimetre guns and 
15 mitrailleuses. Four new torpedo cruisers of the 
Tripoli class are also to be built. They will have 
deck armor 25 millimetres thick, a displacement of 
741 tons and three engines of 4,200 horse power, 
working three screws, which will give them a maxi- 
mum speed of 23 knots, These screws are three 
bladed, and two of them are placed at the same 
heigbt at the base angles, the third screw at the 
acute angle of a triangle directed with its int 
downwards. Italian naval officers consider this ar- 
rangement very efficient, not only for the attain- 
ment of a Ingh speed but also for manceuvring ves- 
sels. The four vessels will be armed with eight 
quick-firing guns and three mitrailleuses. it has been 
further decided to build five torpedo avisos of the 
Folgore type, intended for the pursuit of torpedo- 
boats. They will have, like her, a displacement of 
31/ tons, engines of 2,800 horse power, a speed of 20 
knots and be armed with two quick firing guns and 
four mitrailleuses. A large number of seagoing tor- 
pedu boats are also to be constructed immediately. 
The govern ment dockyard at Castellamare is at pre- 
sent engaged on the construction of a vessel each of 
the Dogali, Tripoli and Folgore type, respectively.

THE VOYAGE OF THE ALBATROSS. 


Tue following abstract from the records of the 
voyage of the Albatross, Lieut.-Comdr, Z. L, Tanner, 
U.S. N:, commanding, proved so interesting to the 
officer to whom the information was sent that he 
has sent it to the JouRNAL, with a request it may be 
published : 

The Albatross arrived in San Francisco on May Il. 
Throughout the voyage she —_ up her reputation 
for reliability and economy, and could, if necessary, 
have returned to Washington without the expendi- 
ture ofa dollar for repairs. As an instance of the 
accuracy with which one can calculate the data of a 
voyage like this Capt. Tanner gives the following 
estimates furnished the Commussioners of Fish and 
Fisheries, while the question of expenditure for the 
voyage are under consideration, together with the 
actual resuits achieved :

The voyage was made under one boiler from Ba- 
hia, Brazil, full grate surface to Lota, Chili, but 
about 10 sq. ft. bricked off after leaving Lota. 
Forty-two anchorages were made en route, 
Exclusive of docking and painting the bottom of 
the Albatross, the repairs will not probably exceed 
$150 in the various departments, on bull proper, 
and say $150 for boats repairs, including steam cut- 
tera which bave seen very hard service on the trip. 
The foregoing is an mirable showing of fore- 
sight and economy for a national vessel and reflects 
the greatest credit on the commander of the Alba- 
tross. 








ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


CONSIDERATION of the Army Appropriation bill 
was finally completed May 25th. Several meetings 
were held during the week by the House Military 
Commitiee before an agreement was reached on the 
proposition to include an appropriation in the bill 
for the purchase of dynamite guns. 

The Secretary of War was before the Committee 
for several hours on this subject on Thursday, and 
considerable debate ensued before it was fluully 
concluded to make an appropriation for the pur- 
pose. While the entire committee seemed to be 
pretty well convinced of the effectiveness and value 
of the dynamite gun as a method of sea coast de- 
fence, there was a disposition from the start to pro- 
test against the amount—$40,000—iemanded by the 
company for each of these guns. Several members 
made the point that as the inyention was the work 
of a Government officer, who was ordered especially 
to conduct the experiments which led to the per- 
fection of the invention. it was only fair that the 
War Department should be furnished these guns 
without the cost for royalty charged to other Gov- 
ernments, or be allowed to manufacture them in its 
own foundry. TheSecretary of War also considered 
the price too high. It was finally agreed, however, 
to recommend an appropriation of $400,000 for the 
manufacture or purchase of as many of these guns 
and at such prices as the Secretary of War might 
decide upon. Lt was also decided to add $100,000 to 
this amount to be used in experiments with high 
explosives, and such otber schemes of warfare as 
the Secretary of War + ~ consider worthy of 
trial. The Secretary was directed to prepare the 
provision to cover these items in such language as 
would best suit the purpose of the War Depart 
ment. 4 

This much agreed upon, there was no delay in dis- 

sing of the other features of the bill. only 
feapottant cebange over the sub-committee’s recom.- 
mendation was ap increase in the amount tor the 
manufaeture of small arms at the national armory. 
This was increased from $300,000 to $400,000.

Tue San Francisco Post gravely relates the follow- 
ing “ remarkable” instance of Army discipline: “A 
commanding officer at one of our lonely military 
outposts entertained a great aversion to a subaltern 
under his command. It was an open secret that this 
commanding officer had, on more than one occasion 
expressed his intention of ruining the young fellow. 
The threat was not heeded; but some time after the 
little post was astonished to learn that it was the in- 
tention of the commanding officer to hold a court- 
martial upon this officer for having been drunk 
while on duty. This amazed civilian and soldier, as 
it was well known that the accused was no more 
guilty of drunkenness than any of the other cfficers. 
But the fiat went forth, and officers from other gar- 
risens were summoned to attend the court-martial. 
They assembled at this post and all proveeded to get 
most uproariously drunk. Their sprees lasted so 
long that it was impossible,to hold the court-martial, 
and the proceedings were summarily dropped.’’ 
Comment is searcely necessary on these statements 
of some newspaper Munchausen,. A post commander 
does not possess the authority to convene a court- 
martial for the trial of a commussioned officer. The 
other statements are simply ridiculous, and it seems | 
@ pity that a reputable paper should lepd its col- 
umos to such mepdacious trash, 











Lonpon Engineering of May 4 has a curiously il- 
logical argument in favor of the bill to establish a 
public works department in this country. What is 
wanted, it says, ‘‘is that there should be a scientific 
department of the Gcvernment which should take 
charge of the entire country and carry out the im- 
provements on a systematic plan, treating each water- 
way as a whole, getting out acomplete scheme which 
would utilize the natural advantages of the river to 
the utmost and render it of the widest possible ser- 
vice.” This is true enough, but will Engineering 
show us how the mere substitution of the civil for 
the military engineer is to accomplish this result ? 
If Congress should conclude that it 1s wise to give 
this complete control of the waterways of the coun- 
try toa department of the Government, is there 
any more dificulty in giving it to our present Corps 
of Engineers than there is in bestowing it upon a 
new and entirely untried organization? True, our 
contemporary argues that each department of engi- 
neering has become highly organized, one man tak- 
ing this department and another that, but is there 
anything to prevent our Corps of Engineers from 
availing themselves of the highest specialized talent 
—except the limitations Congress puts upon the 
salaries to be paid? What is of chiefest importance 
is that we should have our public works under the 
control of a body of men removed as far as possible 
from the influence of political control and |lo- 
cal interests and free from the suspicion of 
jobbery. These results are secured under the pres- 
ent system, so far as the limitations of human na- 
ture make it possible to secure them at all. 

Two arguments are presented on behalf of the pro- 
posed Corps of Civil Engineers; first, that it would 
consist of men trained for the work, and principally 
because the initiation of new enterprises would be 
in the hands of a technical staff, instead of those of 
committees and other irresponsible bodies. We 
know of no better way of training men for 
engineering work of a special kind than by edu- 
cating them in the general principles of engineer- 
ing, and then concentrating their attention upon 
the special function. This is precisely what is done 
now, and we do not see how the substitution of the 
loose bonds of civil administration for the present 
military subordination and control, is to improve 
matters any. The contrary idea is simply the ex- 
pression of that ignorant prejudice against military 
men and military methods of which we see so much 
in England as well as in thiscountry. Engineering 
taiks about ‘‘competitive examination.” Will it 
suggest what competitive examination can be more 
exacting than that we now have for the selection of 
the engineers in charge of our public works ? 

It may be said that the course iu engineering at 
the Military Academy is not sufficiently directed to 
civil construction. But in what institution do they 
educate men so that they can enter immediately at 
graduation upon the work of special construction ? 
Does not this require a post-graduate course in 
practical work? And is there any better way of 
securing the necessary training than that of setting 
the graduate immediately to work in bis special [ine 
under the direction of experienced chiefs? Is not 
this precisely what is done now? New enterprises 
in this country are now ‘‘in the hands of a tech- 
nical staff,” so far as the will of Congress will per- 
mit them to be, and that they are not more com- 
pletely under the direction of professional experi- 
ence is due simply to the fact that the Vonstitution 
by which this country is governed gives toa Con- 
gress, controlled by political interests and local pre- 
judices, absolute authority over the annual 
appropriations. The Corps of Engineers recom- 
mends an appropriation to carry on 4&4 
given work to completion in the best and 
most economical way. Congress in its engineering 
wisdom decides that it shall be done in an entirely 
different way. How will the establishment of a 
Corps of Civil Engineers alter this? Supposing 
Congress should give to our present Corps of Engi- 
neers the control of such an appropriation as that 
provided for the new Croton Aqueduct in New York 
and charge it with the construction of a similiar 
work, is there anything in its history to show tbat 
it would make such a record of inefficient inspec- 
tion that “large areas of mason work would have 
to be torn-down? And since Enginecripg bas 
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so much to say about the work of specialists, it is 
well to reeall the fact that this Croton Aqueduct 
undertaking was inaugurated, and the plans for it 
prepared, under the direction of the late Isaac New- 
ton, who was without experience «s an hydraulic en- 
gineer. Probably we are as well informed upon this 
point as apyone, for the whole project, trom its first 
suggestion to the final preparation of the plans, was 
discussed over and over again in the office of the 
ARMY AND Navy Journat, to which Mr. Newton 
was a constant visitor. Weknow as well as anyone 
what was the extent and what were the limitations 
of Mr. Newton's capacity, and can testify that the 
successful inauguration of the aqueduct project was 
due, not to his special training for this particular 
work, but because he had the sense to do precisely 
what our Government engineers ean do and are do- 
ing—supplement his own knowledge by that of 
specialists trained to the particular work they have 
in hand. There is no difficulty whatever under our 
present system of securing, when Congress author- 
izes it, ‘‘a technical tribunal to decide on the merits 
of all plans,” and we have one already which is pre- 
pared ‘‘to undertake the responsibility of their 
execution.” 

However, this argument is hardly necessary so 
far as coneerns the bill on whose behalf Engineering 
argues, as there is no prospect of its passage. 














THE bill to enlarge the powers and duties of the 
Department of Agriculture and to make it an Ex- 
ecutive Department was passed by the House May 
21 by a vote of 233 yeas to 13 nays. The bill as 
passed provides for the transfer of the Weather 
Bureau to the new Department on the ist of July, 
1888, continuing the present organization and pro- 
viding that the present status in the Army of the 
commissioned officers shall not be affected. The 
Chief of the Bureau is to receive $4,500 annually, 
and the Ohief Signal Officer of the Army, in addi- 
tion to his strictly military duties, may be assigned 
to act as Chief until one is appointed. A Board of 
three Army officers is to inventory and turn over to 
the Department of Agriculture such property of the 
Signal Service Bureau as they may determine to be 
suitable for the work of the Signal Service Weather 
Bureau, the remainder of the property remaining 
in control of the Secretary of War. In the short 
debate on the above bill General Herbert was the 
only member to make a special protest against the 
feature for the transfer of the Weather Bureau. In 
his efforts to have this clause stricken out he said: 
‘*That Bureau is, in my opinion, one of the most 
efficient in the service of the Government. Its 
present chief is the only head of a Bureau that I 
know of anywhere under this Government who has 
of his own motion reduced by a very large percent- 
age—probably 20 per cent.—the expenses of his 
Bureau without in the least impairing its efficiency. 
Since General Greely has been put at the head of it he 
has reduced by $100,000 the annual expenses of the 
Bureau, and it is more efficient now than it was 
when General Hazen administered it. General 
Greely has also made recommendations whivh as he 
claims will further reduce the expenses of the 
Bureau by about $112,000. Now, if any gentleman 
will read this important bill which the committee 
seeks to drive through this House with only fifteen 
minutes’ debate on either side, he will discover that 
the purpose is to dismiss General Greely and these 
other officers, and form a new organization which 
is to be composed entirely of civilians, and, so far 
as we can see, men of no experience. There are no 
men in this country, as I understand, who have 
sufficient character and experience to be placed at 
the head of that Bureau except these Army officers, 
And why is it that this bill seeks to strike down 
that Bureau {” 





THE detachment of Commander Bartlett from 
duty as Hydrographer of tha Navy will cause very 
general regret among those who have watched the 
successful development of the Hydrographic Office 
under his capable management. Through the efforts 
of the hydrographer the office is now widely known 
among seafaring people as the leading authority on 
all matters cownected with navigation. Its sailing 
charts are universally commended, and its pilot 
chart is everywhere recognized as the most valuable 
publication of its kind in the world. Through the 
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branch hydrographic offices in the seaboard cities 
the Navy has been brought into closer relations 
with the maritime community, and as a conse- 
quence, a better feeling exists everywhere in the 
country as to the value of the Navy in times of 
peace. To the present Secretary of the Navy and 
the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Commodore 
John Walker, are due the merit of giving Com- 
mander Bartlett the opportunity, the assistance and 
the official support to enable him to commence this 
work, which is only just begun and which needs 
capacity, energy and business tact to maintain its 
efficiency and continue its development. The effort 
to give this office a permanent organization has 
failed, the bill for that purpose not meeting the ap- 
proval of the Naval Service. It is in all probability 
this fact that has induced Commander Bartlett to 
accept the position of General Manager of the 
Union Horse Railroad Company of Providence. His 
successor as hydrographer, Lieutenant Dyer, has 
been Commander Bartlett’s assistant from the be- 
ginning, and has been so thoroughly identified with 
the reorganization of the office that he may be 
trusted to continue the system introduced by Com- 
mander Bartlett with such excellent results. It is 
very probable that this assignment of Lieut. Dyer 
will be permanent, as he is not only popular with 
the powers that be, but is excellently well equipped 
for this special service. 








Tue N. Y. Tribune's Londen correspondent tells 
us that if any great power wants to attack England, 
now is the moment te do it. That is what results 
from the speeches and statements in Parliament, 
and that is the reflection which must have suggested 
itself to many Continental statesmen. ‘‘ What Mr. 
W. H. Smith proposed and carried in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday only confirms this view. The 
House has yoted some four millions sterling for 
various defensive purposes, mostly for the Austra!- 
ian fleet and for the defence of« ports and coaling 
stations elsewhere. Yes, says one candid friend, 
but with London defenceless, what is the good of 


making Malta stronger? However, some things are Ps 


to be done avout which not much is said iu public. 
Gibraltar, too, will have guns, Mr. Smith hopes, in 
three years. It seems to have dawned on the mili- 
tary authorities that a gunless Gibraltar is simply 
absurd.” 








THE sub-committee of the House Appropriations 
Committee in charge of the Fortifications bill, Mr. 
Sawyers, held its first session May 24. Represent- 
atives of several torpedo companies, including the 
Edson, Fish, and Simms companies, were heard in 
behalf of their several inventions. General Berdan 
and a number of others having schemes for seacoast 
and harbor defences will’be beard later. The com- 
mittee evidently intend to make a departure from 
the usual bill to keep old fortifications in repair. It 
is thought that they will recommend an appropria- 
tion of at least $5,000,000. Mr. Randall, the chair- 
man of the Appropriations Committee, wiil bring 
in an independent measure, upon which he is said 
to have been engagéd for sometime. With two 
bills from this committee, two from the Military 
Committee, including the $500,000 appropriation 
for dynamite guns in the Regular Army Appropria- 
tion bill, and Senator Dolph’s $126,000, 000, soon to 
be considered in the Senate, it would certainly seem 
that one of the many projects could be brought to 
a successful issue before the session closes. 





THE sub-committee of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs in charge of the Naval Appropriation 
bill has finally begun work on that measure. Their 
first meeting was held May 25. The members of 
this committee are Messrs. Herbert, McAdoo, Ab- 
bott, Thomas, and Harmer. The first draft of the 
bill has already been prepared by Chairman Her- 
bert. He anticipates a hberal appropriation for 
continuing work on vessels already authorized and 
for the construction of sevetal new ones. 





‘SINCE our paragraph on another page was written 
it has been officially announced from Army Head- 
quarters that General Sheridan was not so well. 
His serious attack on Monday was due to heart 
farture, and of this therewas.a slight recurrence on 
Friday morping. The fact that the attack is not 
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so severe as the one on Monday gives a hopeful as- 
pect to the ease, but there is nevertheless great 
concern felt. Surgeons O'Reilly, Byrne, Matthews, 
and Dr. Yarrow are still in attendance. 








Tue Committee on Military, Affairs, to whom was 
referred the memorial of Generals Schofield, Slocum 
and others, of the Society of the Army of the Poto- 
mac, praying for an appropriation of $25,000 to meet 
in part the expeuses of the celebration of the 26th 
anniversary of the battle of Gettysburgh, Pa., in 
their report say : ‘‘Your committee have also heard 
the arguments of Generals Sharpe and McMahan in 
behalf of the celebration committee, and from their 
statements and the memorial itself the committee is 
satisfied that this 25th anniversary celebration has 
assumed such national proportions and interest that 
it will not be within the power of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac to meet the necessary expen- 
ses without they receive some assistance from the 
Government. Your committee, further recognizing 
the importance of the said celebration to the whole 
country, herewith present to the House a joint reso- 
lution appropriating $25,000, the amount asked for 
by the said society, and recommend the passage of 
the same.” 


Tue Army Heliograph Board has about completed 
its preparations for a thorough and exhaustive test 
of the instrument devised by the Board, aud the 
field and long distance trials with the Board instru- 
ment have not yet been concluded. One important 
point seems to have been settled, however, by the 
preliminary experience with the two Heliographs, 
the Finley and the one devised by the Board, and 
that is to the effect that the latter instrument bas 
proven somewhat superior to the Finley instru- 
ment. Lieuts. Green and Maus will have direction 
of the long range trials, and it is probable that some 
modifications will be made az the result of actual 
work. The coming summer will undoubtedly see 
the labors of the Board brought to a successful con- 
clusion, anda definite Heliograph adopted which 
will fill the difficult requirements of Army work. 

At the Long Island Diocesan Convention at Gar- 
den City last week, Bishop Littlejobu presiding, tbe 
Rev. Dr. Snowden, of Fort Hamilton, offered this 
resolution: ’

To table the resolution might 
lead to erroneous inferences or conclusions. Dr. 
Snowden being persistent, and just when the con- 
vention was on the verge of suppressing the thing 
the alert and attentive Dr. Hall, of Brooklyn, came 
to the front by moving the referenceof the subject 
to the deputies to the general convention, who shall 
present it to the superior body, which will meet a 
year from next October. 

















THE monograph, “ Legal and Tactical Considerae 
tions Affecting the Employment of the Military in 
the Suppression of Mobs,” prepared by Richard W. 
Young, LL. B., Lieutenant, 5th U. 8. Artillery, un- 
der the auspices of the Military Service Institation, 
will shortly be issued. General Fry says of it: “In 
no volume yet published is the question ‘how an 
armed citizen—a soldier---may safely and effectively 
defend the majesty of the law, without at the same 
time violating it,’so thoroughly and so ably dis- 
cussed.” Generals Fitz John Porter, Josiah Porter 
and E. L. Molineux “earnestly commend the volume 
to all citizens, especially those charged with execut- 
ing or defending the law."’ 








THe San Francisco Report returns to the “button 
hole badge” question, and says: “Only igooramuses 
wear inferior ordersin Europe, and we think that 
ouly ignoramuses will, in a short time, be the 
wearers of most of the button hole badges now to 
be seen on our own streets.”

That official be 
that the disapproval of the sentence constituted an 
acquittal of the charge of desertion, which action 
naturally in turn indicated that he was not abrent 
ve, and that therefore he must be treated 


by the accounting officersse baviug beea on duty 
during the period stated. 
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In accordance with a resolution of the Senate the 
Secretary of War, May 14, made a report on the 
subject of the defences at Puget Sound, indorsing 
the reports made by United States engineers that 
the sites for fortifications should be selected so that 
they might be available when pay ey 4 
The only business transacted by the House Naval 
committee, this week, was the adoption of a favor- 
able report on the bill to give Rear Admiral S. P. 
Carter the pay of his present rank from the date of 
his retirement. 

S. 1232, to give Thomas G. Corbin, now a Captain 
on the retired list of the Navv, the rank and pay of 
a Rear Admiral, was p by the Senate May 21. 

Senate bill 262, to increase the efficiency of the 
Medical Corps upon the plan suggested by ex-Sur- 
geon General Gunnell and approved by the present 
Surgeon General, received favorable action at the 
hands of the Senate Naval Committee on May 23. 
The only change made in the bill as orginally in- 
troduced was the insertion of the word “relative” 
before the word “ rank” in the several clauses where 
it occurs. Favorable action was aiso tuken on 8. 
2925, fixing the number of appoimmtments to the Navy 
from graduates of the Naval Academy at twenty 
annually. The bill as first introduced provided for 
nineteen. The committee increased the number to 
twenty and provided that fifteen should be assigned 
to the line, four to the Eagineer Corps, and one to 
the Marine Corps. The age for admission to the 
Academy was fixed at from 16 to 21 years. ° 

The Senate passed May 18 the general Pension bill 
which provides for an expenditure of $80,000,000 
The only cbange made by the Senate is in the way 
of more clearly defining the legislation put into the 
bill by the House regarding soldiers’ deaths. The 
Senate amended this in such a way as to require the 
widow to show that the soldiers’ death resulted from 
disabilities received in the liue of duty. In otber 
words the Senate amendment was designed to cut off 
widows of soldiers of the War of 1812 and of tbe Mex- 
ican war, who married their husbands simply asa 
matter of speculation, and who under the bill as it 
passed the House would in many cases have been 
entitled to draw arrearages for 50 years or more. 

The Senate Military Committee disposed of a num- 
ber of small and unimportant measures at its meet- 
ing on Thursday. The only measure of a general 
importance act upon was the bill making an ap- 
propriation for the erection of a monument to the 
memory of the victims of prison ships, to be p 
at Fort Green, Brooklyn, The committee recom- 
mended an appropriation of $25,000 for this purpose, 
which is $75,000 less than origipally proposed by the 
bill. 


Of the “ cheeky” petition of D. D. Dana, formerly 
provost marshal of the 3d Brigade of the 22d Army 
Corps, praying allowance for services performed iu 
ecapturin z the assassinsof the late Abraham Lincoln, 
Presiden fthe United States, the House Committee 
on Military Affairs say: ‘As provost marshal, it 
became the duty of the petitioner, without reward 
or the hope thereof. t6 put forth every effort and 
exertion at his command to assist in the capture of 
those who struck down the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Armies, and be appears to have done so, thereby 
performing his duty, and no more. Patriotism, no 
less than obligation, commanded him to perform 
the services rendered, and they were performed 
prior to the offer of any reward; and your commit- 
tee cannot conceive that the petitioner hoped for 
any pay for full performance, beyond that which 
attaches to the prompt and faithful execution of a 
trust which then and there devolved upon him, and 
for which he and those whom he commanded have 
received the gratitude of the people of the Republic, 
Upon this ground alone your committee think the 
prayer should be denied. In the strctly merce- 
nary or financial aspect of the case, the petition 
itself, in connection with letters from the claimant, 
suggests more or less trouble, if not failure, to prove 
the facts alleged, which the lapse of time aggra- 
vates, Your committee therefore report the peti- 
tion back, with the recommendation that its con- 
sideration be indefinitely postponed.” 

The following is the text of the substitute bill re- 
ported by the Senate Military Committee for the 
purchase of pneumatic gun castings:

TORPEDOFS—THE NAVAL PRIZE ESSAY. 


AN advance copy of the Naval prize essay on 
Torpedoes, by Lieut. Comdr. W. W. Reisinger, U.S. 
N., has been sent out, preliminary to a discussion 
upon it which will be had at the various branches 
of the U. 8S. Naval Institute, not later than June 15, 
commencing with the meeting to be held at Anna- 
polis, May 25th. There is one point referred to in 
this excellent essay to which we have had occasion 
heretofore to refer to, and upon which we wish to 
lay special emphasis : 

* In all discussions of the present day the most 
important factor seems to be left out; weapons are 
discussed und their potency poimted out most clear- 
ly, but man and his individuality have been lost 
sight of.” 

It is not in the province of this essay to enlarge 
upon this, and itis ouly incidentally alluded to here, 
but when the time comes for action it will loom up 
out of this fog of scientific discussion like the spectre 
of the Brocken, iu overshadowing proportions. Mr. 
Reisinger presents it as a factor in his argument in 
favor of the launches as against the very smal) tor- 
pedo boats; these are more comfortable, less pro- 
vocative of the seasickness from which.even the 
toughest mev suffer, and they permit the prepara- 
tiou of food. These launches should have hign speed 
and noiseless engines and carry our old friend the 
spar. Asany white object is rendered particularly 
prominent by the search light, it has been found 
expedient to paint all objects on the boat a dead 
black, even to the faces and bands of the men, if an 
attempt to approach a vessel is made in the face of 
an elvuctric light. 

Exaggerated potions as to the performance of 
some of the modern inventions are prevalent. 
Rapid fire and machine guns do not always sink 
torpedo-boats, but we think this essay lays too much 
stress upon the liability of the machine guns to 
jam. Lt was the Boxer cartridge “combine” that 
was responsible for their failure in Egypt and not 
the gun. It is in tge immense moral influence of the 
torpedo that Lieut.-Comdr. Reisinger finds the chief 
power of the torpedo. But there will always be 
found men like Farragut, who will rise superior to 
such moral influences. As the Admiral said to us on 
his return from Mobile Bay in the fall of 1864, ** they 
were all torpedoes—the guns in the forts, the guns 
in the ships; that is what we were there for, to take 
our chances.” Still, asis here said: “ The energies 
and inventive powers of naval architects are 
strained to devise some plan to make the vessels of 
the day unsinkable, and the someneg to insure this 
will work injury to speed, tbat great desideratum. 
There is no consideration as to the building of " * 
of war, or the fighting thereof, into which the 
possibilities of the destructive effects of the tor- 
pedo do not enter and become the greatest factor.” 

ln this essay the torpedo is given first and the ram 
second place. As to llery, vessels are arned to 
resist their attack, and the proportion of hits is but 
one in four at 1,000 yards. The torpedo “* may fail 
occasionally; it will, perhaps, fail frequently, but it 
will succeed at times, and when one of these easily 
built and pe yee weapons does 
strike, the effect will something to remember, 
and the moral influence on the personnel of an 
enemy will be long felt.” Hence, it is that a 
torpedo is proposed for all new veasels, and the 
Whitehead is recommended until someting better 
offers. At the same time, asumming up is given of 
the requisites of the ideal torpedo, to hardly one of 
which does the Whitehead answer; possessing not 
more than ovue-quarter of the 12 essentials named. 

As to torpedo boats “ the general tendency every- 
where is toward larger boats and better protected 
ones. The speed requirements seem to have at- 
tained a satisfactory point, for the tendency is now 
toward a recognition of the fact that too much 1s 
being sacrificed to speed, and the eadeavor is in the 
direction of securing more trustworthy vessels and 
adding protection against the rapid fire and ma- 
chive guns.” As to submarine boats * many points 
will bave to be settled before this problem is solved: 
for while it is not doubted that boats can be and 
bave been constructed to move below the surface of 
the water and remain there for varying periods of 
time, still the question as to the effect of the explo- 
sion of the torpedo upon the submarine boat will 
have to be settled. If steel nets will keep outa 
Whitehead torpedo they will also keep out a subma- 
rine boat.”’ 

The organization of a Naval torpedo corps is re- 
commended, under the direction of a Naval officer, 
pot below the rank of vaptain, young and iutelili- 
gent apprentices to be selected for this service, and 
pouns mericans wbo have been born near the har- 

r aud whose families have been ~aoennee pote 
enlisted im the corps at each port and rewarded with 
good pay and good nsion provisions and promo- 
tioa for distinguished attainments or services. “Let 
it be clearly understood,” says Mr. Reisinger, “ that 
we advocate this organization of civilians as officers, 
only for duties in and about our coasts and harbors. 
The chief and the four general supervisors will al- 
wuys be officers of the Navy.” 

“Steam launches should be furnished as soon as 
the men are detailed, and exercises had against sta- 
t targets. Practive as divers in 
submarine work should be had, and to this each 
station should have the complete apparatus. Fre- 
quent excursions should be made in suitable weather 
jor the exploration of every inlet, creek, or inside 
passage until such familiarity was acquired that use 
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the hands of the men, they should be put to every 
possible test,’’ thus developing new points of great 
value. The peculiar coast line of the United States 
is favorable for secret and rapid concentration by 
the use of inside bays, lagoons, sounds, and canals. 
Boats supposed to be blockaded in New York may 
suddenly appear in numbers in Chesapeake Bay or 
Albemarle Sound without any blame resting on the 
blockaders. 

Only as a last resort should we contemplate the 
closing of our harbors and the resort to submarine 
mines and booms as a means of defence. Having 
strong fleets on our Atlantic and Pacific cousts, as 
well as in the Gulf of Mexico, they would intercept 
end engage any hostile fleet that approached our 
shores. If beaten or repulsed we must have fortified 
harbors to fall back upon, and then in the defence 
of the imu ediate waters of the harbor the 2d clasa 
torpedo-boat would play its part, while some of the 
1st class boats might perhaps be detailed to create a 
grand diversion by being sent to attack the com- 
merce of our enemy in the West Indies, for instance. 

Such are some of the interesting points of this 
valuable essay which now invites discussion.

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“THE BILL OF RECONCILIATION.” 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In your issue of May 5 there appears, in some re- 
aspects, an excellent article from the pen of a well 
known lieutenant, on, what may be called, the 
“ Bill of Reconciliation.” 

That he writes without having consulted with his 
friends of either the line or staff is abundantly evi- 
dent, almost as evident as that, with the uewly 
arrived Hibernian, he is “ Agin the Government.” 

[ have no opportunity to discuss the bill, clause by 
clause, but am led by the above mentioned article 
to say that I cannot see with its author, that “ the 
bill is a direct attack on the line,” in that it places 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks under a staff officer, 
in whom the Chief Constructor of the Navy is emi- 
nently the proper person for the head of such a 
bureau. On the other hand, it has always been a 
matter of surprise that a seaman should preside, 
where the duties are peculiarly those of a practical 
naval constructor. And, likewise, with the Naval 
Observatory. Why should an officer trained to sea- 
manship and gunrery be installed in a position de- 
manding the abilities and special training of a New- 
comb, a Hall, or a Harkness ? 

And, again, wherein does a knowledge of seaman- 
ship and gunnery carry with it a peculiar fitness for 
administering justice on Courts-martial, where, as 
constituted to day, the proceedings, as a rule, are as 
ridiculous as they are illegal? Whby should a so- 
called court of justice be embarrassed, hampered, 
shackled by the “right to command?” 

The presiding officer of a court should be selected, 
regardiess of his corps, for judicial qualifications, 
not police abilities! And so, too, in the domestic 
and social circle of the ward-room—the home, pre- 
sumably. of gentlemen—there is no on for 
thrusting this police authority other than to em- 
phasize the difference existing between the two 
branches of the Service. Leave such matters en- 
tirely to the ward-room mess, and let such autbority 
as the members wish to delegate be given to the 
caterer or senior member, as they may elect, and 
through him any possible breach of naval discipline 
referred to the commanding officer, who should be, 
as at present, in a separate mess. 

Concerning the abolition of the office of executive, 
I can see no advantage iu the substitution of that of 
adjutant. The second in command is an important 
position, to which there can be no question as to 
who is eligible. Certainly no staff officer asks the 
“right to command,” but he insists that the duties 
of the office of executive be limited aud not aliowed 
to encroach upon every department of the ship. 

Concerning the provisions ot minor importance, 
such as titles, etc., I am indifferent. : 

On the whole, it appears to me that the bill, with 
slight amendments, offers more good than evil to 
the Navy. P. BR. 








PROPORTIONS OF U. 8. FLAGS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


HAvInG recently had occasion to purchase a U. 8. 
flag, intermediate in size between the post flag and 
the storm flag, I was surprised to discover that there 
is Do regular proportion between the garrison, post 
and storm flags, as prescribed in the Regulations. 

The hoist of a garrison flag is 20 feet and its length 
or fly is 36 feet, the proportion between the two be- 
ing as1to1.80. The hoist of a post flag is 10 feet and 
its length is 20 feet, being in the proportivn of 1 to 2. 
The hoist of a storm fiag is 4 feet 2 inches, and its 
length is 8 feet, being in the proportioa of 1 to 1.92. 

The consequence of this lack of correspondence 
among the standard flags is that whenever a flag of 
intermediate size is needed, as for a boat, it is im- 
possible to tell what should be its dimensions. After 
some thougbt I have concluded that the garrison 
flag bas the most pleasing proportions, and I would 
therefore respectfully submit to the powers that 
make our Army Regulations the following amend- 
ments, viz.: 

Let paragraph 2784 7 as follows; ‘‘ The post 
flag, eighteen feet fly and ten feet hoist,” ete. Let 
paragraph 2785 begin: “The storm flag seven feet siz 
tnenes fly and four feet two inches hoist,”’ etc, 

These changes are slight, but they will establish a 
law of proportions which will be practically useful 
in making all U. 8S. flags look alike whatever their 
size. This rule, however, is not intended to apply to 
flags that are carried about by color bearers, as other 
considerations control in such cases. WwW. E. M.

ALLOWANCES FOR RETIRED PRIVATES. 


In the case of James McKenna vs. the U.8., the 
Court of Claims say: 

* In the opinion of the court, Congress intended 
to confer upon the retired soldier the prescribed 
percentage of such allowances only as had been le- 
gally furnished him while in active service for his 
personal and exclusive vse, and which, by law or 
valid regulation, had acquired a commutative 
money value or is susceptible of accurate calcula- 
tion; it does not include allowances made to his 
company as a collective body. While in camp or at 
a military post, the soldier has many advantages 
which he necessarily enjoy: ia common with his reg- 
iment, company or meas. 

* In such privileges and al'owances no one soldier 
has any personal and exclusive right, neither has 
any equivalent in movey been authorized by statute 
or regulation as commutation. 

“ Under sections 1293, 1296, and 1302 of the Revised 
Statutes an accurate valuation has been authorita- 
tively placed upon the allowances for clothing and 
rations, and whatever is not drawn in kind is paid 
in other articles or money. Not so with medicines, 
quarters and fuel. These are not commuted to en- 
listed men. They are furnished to the soldier or 
company in kind, according to his necessities and 
the possible supply. No individual account is kept 
with bim, and no money is paid to him or his com- 
pany for under-consumption. 

“ The claimant. io support of his covarruction, re- 
fers to General Order No. 104, dated Sept. 3, 1884. 
By this order a monthly allowance for fuel and 
quarters is made to enlisted men who are detailed to 
act as clerks and messengers. This allowance is 
made, not as fixing a money value upon quarters 
and fuel in general, but to reimburse expenses nec- 
essarily incurred by the detail. The validity of the 
order is very doubtful. It appears to have Dan 
indirect mode of obtaining clerk and messenger ser- 
vice not authorized by law. The order was virtually 
annulled by the act of June 30, 1886 (24 Stat., 93), 
which made a special appropriation fora limited 
number of ‘enlisted men as geveral service clerks 
and messengers,’ and provided that it should ‘ be in 
full of all pay. commutation and allowances.’ At 
all events, the order had no relation to the present 
controversy. 

* Fortunately for the retired soldier, if the act of 
1885, as understood and iuterpreted by the Secretary 
of War and the court, is less beneficial to him than 
its framers intended it to be, Congress can easily 
declare the exect amount which they then intended 
or now desire to pay bim. 

*“* About the allowance for rations, the parties dis 
agzee only as to the amount. The commutation of 
a ration to a soldier on duty is 30 cents a day; off 
duty, on furlough, it is reduced to 25 cents a day. 
Upon which allowance shall the retiring percentage 
be calculated? The defendant calculates it upen 
the off-duty ration, because the condition of the 
soldier, off duty, on a furlough, and his condition, 
off duty, in retirement, is very much the same. 
That undoubtedly is true. Ina each case be renders 
no service to the Government. Why, then, would 
Congress intend to make the ration one-fourth less 
in the one case than iv the other? The facts stated 
do not sustain the conclusion. A goo) reason. for 
reduction, appears when the ease and comfort of 
retirement are compared with the hardships of ser 
vice: but no such reason appears by a comparison 
between retirement and furlougb when the condi- 
tions are admitted to be the same. 

“ In the opinion of the court tne claimant is enti- 
tied to 75 per cent. of the duty ration from the time 
of bis retirement, Sept, 25, 1885. to the filing of bis 
a Sept. 28, 1886, making 368 days, at 3% cents 
a day. 

* Judgment will be entered for $13.80, which is the 
difference between what has aiready been paid and 
the additional percentage allowed by the court.”

CRUISE OF THE ADAMS.

At the date 
of the letter the ship was in daily expeé@tation of or- 
ders to return to Samoa without delay, it being the 
intention of the C. S. to maintain a war vessel in 
the group during the present disturbed state of af- 
fairs. In this connection it 1s quite probable that 
the Adams will be ordered to san Francisco during 
the fall, about the middle of November possibly, 
for a pew crew and such routine repairs as may be 
found necessary. From another source it is learned 
that the pile of anthracite ooal remaining at 
Pago has deteriorated to such an extent that it will

In- 
deed my mind, nolens volens, is given over 
body and soul io my hfe's work, and I am 
rendered  totall unfitted to uudertake apy 
more the kind of duty which of the past 
few years it hus been my lot to do. Above all 
is it an injustice to sick people, to force upon them 
& man who cannot enter into their bodily ills, for 
the very presence of such a person, will be in any A 
all cases, a yee drawback to their recovery, as 
any traio pene will tell you. 1 have no 
piace io reality in the sick room, any more than has 
anast ronomer in the biological laboratory. 1 find 
my mind at once wandering to other spheres when I 
undertake to read medicine.’ 

Again he says, ufter stating that be has had 
“eleven and more years service’’—‘ During this 
period my work inscienee has been pushed with un- 
remittiug energy, and guided by an uncontrollable 
aeeee. - . . and fivally the worry engendered 
a constant concern for the safety of valuable 

Ss. and engravings transmitted through the mails, 
has in this time made serious inroads upon my 
health, and | am personally aware, although it may 
not be. very evident as yet to others that my mind 
is at last being affected by the strain.” 

These and similar statements on the part of Dr. 
Shufeldt led to the appointment of a Court of In- 
oe? at Fort Wingate, N. M., of which Col. B. H. 

rierson, 10th Cav., was President. The findings of 
the court are published in G. O.8, Hdqrs. Dept. of 
Arizona, of May 9, and their couclusions are, in sub- 
stance, that Dr. Shufeldt has become so much en- 
gaged in occupation not connected with his profes- 
sional duties, that his mind has become affected 
thereby, aud that he is wholly unfitted for, and 
ineapable to take charge of the ‘medical depart- 
meut of a post, and that still further pr ings 
are necessary, but inasmuch as the court has not 
been directed to state what further proceedings are 
neceasary, that matter is left to the judgment of the 
reviewing Officer, or higher authority to determine. 

Gen. Miles aopreres the proceedings and concurs 
in the opinion of the court that further proceedings 
in this unusual and extraordinary case are neces-

ENGLAND'S DEFENCELESS CONDITION. 


Tue statements made on high military and naval 
authority, which excite alors in England, are to 
this effect: The strength of England’s army is in- 
sufficient; more men are instantly required. If the 
men were enlisted to-morrow, barrack accommoda- 
tion for them does not exist. 

The country is in the shameful position of having 
many ofits artillery batteries in possession of the 
worst gun served out to any army of the present 
day. Nota single regiment in the Service is armed 
with the magazine rifie; the land forts, from Port- 
land Bill to the Tweed, have nota modern breech- 
loading gun among them. 

Mapy of the first class ships are either defective in 
construction or badly armed. When the imperial 
Defence bill reaches committee, the lst Lord of the 
Treasury is -] move for an issue out of the Consoli- 
$4,250,000, to carry out the agreement 
for naval defence entered into between the Imperial 
Government and the Colonies, and that a turther 
sum of $13,000,000 will be raised for the defence of 
ports and coaling stations. 

The condition of the British Navy is now attract- 
ing the attention of a numerous non-political but 
patriotic party, and it is intended to endeavor to im- 
press upon the country the fact thatin ships and 
guns the navy is dangerously weak. It is main- 
tained that itis unequal tothe protection of the 
commerce, interests, and territories of the empire 
in war time. 

Under the head of “A danger in the Pacific,” the 
St. James’s Gazette of May 9 gives two tables as to 
the relative naval power of England and Russia in 
Chinese waters. ccordipg to this statement Rus- 
sia will have four ironclads with 18 heavy guaos and 
41 light guns, against three British ironclads, with 
the same number of heavy guns, but only 14 light 
guns. Counting cruisers and gunboats together, 
these tables give the Russians 12, carrying six heavy 
guns and 65 light guns; while England’ 8 force is put 
at 16 vessels, carrying six heavy guns (7 in.), and 94 
light guns. The Russian force is shown to be mani- 
festly the superior, not only in the number of the 
vessels, but in their character. The Cockchafer, Es- 
pote, Fireband and Merlin are 30 aeficient in loco- 
motive power compared with the slowest of the 
Russian ships, that their presence could not be 
counted on anywhere, and they and their ten guus 
must be left out of the account,

THE RUSSIAN NAVY. 


Tue ironclad Emperor Nicholas, ready to be 
launched on the Neva for the Russian Baltic Fleet, 
1a of 8,500 tons, 330 ft. long, 63 ft. broad, and 21 ft. 
deep, furnished with engiues of 8,000 indicated horse 
power, steaming at 16 knots. The armor plating of 
the vesselis 10 in. thick, and she will varry eight 
8-in. and ten 6-in. The Pamiatz Azova, a cruiser of 
6.000 tons displacement, 354 ft. long, 49 ft. broad, and 
23 ft. deep, intended for the Pacific service is also 
just ready. Her engines are of 8,500 indicated horse 
power, steaming at 17 koots. She is protected at 
places with from 8 in. to 10in. of armor plating, and 
her armament comprises two 8-in. guns and four 6-in. 
Both vessels are being built at private yards. 

The Army and Navy Gazette says: “ Russia, who 
was largely dependent upon foreign coal during the 
war of 1876-78, and could not send out cruisers to- 
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wards the close because the stocks at Odessa and Se- 
bastopol were exhausted, is now becoming yearly 
more self-reliant. From thecoa! fields of the netz 
district a railway has been constructed to the Azoff 
port of Mariopol, where £300,000 is being expended 
in establishing a good barbor: and from bere steam 
colliers are to ruu with fuel to Odessa and Sebasto- 
pol. Four colliers, each ny Sy] 1,000 tons of coal, 
are being put on the service by a French company 
owning mines in the Donetz district, and the Russian 
Governmynt, in giving permission to run them, has 
imposed the conditions that the vessels shall be 
solely manned by Russians, and that they shall be 
wholly at the disposition of the Black Sea naval au- 
thorities whenever the latter may uire them. 
Formerly England sent over two million tons of 
coal to the Black Sea. Now Russia raises nearly the 
whole of that total herself from the Dovetz mines, 
and the import of the English article barely amounts 
to a couple of hundred thousand tons. Even this is 
expec to end this year, owing to the heavy duty 
imposed upon it.

Prince Henry will be asked to intercede 
tor ‘Techow, who is 73 years of age. 


A Lonpon correspondent writes: “A few days ago

Life Guards on Wimbledon Common. It was to 
have been a cavalry brigade day of the Ist and 2d 
Life Guards, the 19th Hussars, and a battery of artil- 
lery, but this was countermanded because the Gen- 
eral commanding the home district had ‘ varked his 
abip.’

ENLISTMENT OF MARRIED MEN. 


TuHE following resolution concerning the enlist- 
ment in the Army of married men, was submitted 


That the Committee on Military Affairs be directed 
te consider and re whether some amendment to 
the laws ought not to be made prohibiting the en- 
hstment io the Army of the United States in time 
of — of men with wives or families dependent 
on them for support without notice to or consent of 
their wives,” 

is presenting the above resolution Senator Hoar 
said: 


“Mr. President, I desire to observe, in sending 
the resolution to the Committee on Military Affairs, 
that I suppose it is within the experience of every 
Senator that our existing law and practice relating 
to Army enlistments operate with the most extreme 
cruelty upon many wortby and deserving families. 
The head of a family, on whom they are entirely de- 
pendent for support, ina fit of gloom, or of intoxi-
